A Mo»t Beneficent Work. 


It is :i pleasure to read of what is being done fur soldiers 


who have returned from the service blind. 
At Baltimore the 


Red Cross-Insiilute for the Blind has been designated as a 
United States general hospital, where all who have been 
blinded in the service will have an opportunity to take train- 
ing in such work as the blind are capable of doing. The men 
will first be treated in the hospital and put in the best physical 
condition, and the training will come Inter. 
They will be 


taught to use the typewriter and to read Braille, which is 
raised print expressly for Ihe blind, and men with sufficient 
education will be lilted for some of the professions. .Tlie Irain- 
. ing is expected to fit many men for positions as stenographers, 
correspondents, salesmen, etc., while some will be enabled to 
lake up the practice of law and kindred professions. 


Mere is a work deserving the highest commendation. Blind- 


ness is one of the greatest of all physical afflictions. 
If there 


is anything in the w.odtl which might well discourage a man 
and'cause him lo abandon all hope it is the loss of sight. But 
with such an institution as thai at Baltimore openings its doors 
to such as have lost Iheir sight in the service of their country 
a rainbow of promise is brought within sight even of Ihc blind, 
who will be able to realize that there is a useful future for 
them and thai they arc not io be obliged to spend the balance 
of their days wilh folded hands. 


Of course, (he training of the blind is no new thing. It has 


been going on successfully for years. 
But it is a splendid 


thing on the part of the government lo open such 'an institu- 
tion as that at Baltimore especially for service men who have 
hud ihe misfortune to lose Iheir sight, for the purpose of plac- 
ing them on a self-sns'taining basis and enabling (hem lo (ill 
useful and honorable places in the business and professional 
world. 


This instilulion is uol founded purely as a utilitarian enter- 


prise. The government is able nnd ready lo care for all who 
by their service, in the ranks have been rendered dependent, 
and il'is not for the purpose of having these blind men earn 
their living that (his institution has been opened to them. H 
is lo pul them on a'footing which will enable them lo hold up 
their heads in the world and have the salisfaclion of knowing 
that Ihey are filling useful places in life, 


What this means can be realized only by such as will come 


under training at the Baltimore institution. These men are

to be congratulated on the opportunity so generously aiul{ n« i,, 2Sl.. 
justly provided, and the government is to be highly com- " - 
mended for the step taken. The work will result in unspeak- 
able good lo many young men who have suffered one of Ihe 
greatest of all bodily afllidions by restoring them to useful 
places in life and enabling them lo realize that not all was lost 
when they risked all in the service of their country.
